The Toronto and 
York Roads Commission is pre- 
pared to rebuild its share of 
Main St. If the ; commission's 
offer is not Accepted fey the 
town," "it is extiermdy unlikely 
that" the funds would be avail- 
able another year- and the; coun- 
ty's shafe of the work would 
have tftf^r^idt^ the town.

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RIGHT MAN NEEDED

far-reaching decisions are now being made. But as 
well, the cLcil needs a transfusion of new ideas of 
afresh imagination, of an earnest concern for the 
future. 

Three candidates have definitely announced they 
will stand at this writing. They are two members of 
the present council Councillors Lome Paynter and Jos 
Dales, and Mr. Harry Goodman who announced he would 
be a candidate just after press-time last week. There 
are many rumors of other candidates. We hope those 
rumors will be confirmed. At least no candidate need 
hesitate to place his name for fear of causing a contest. 
That line of reasoning was never valid; this time there 
is no doubt of a contest. 

With all respect to the three above-mentioned can- 
didates, we urge all citizens who believe themselves 
honestly capable of contributing to the welfare of the 
town to place their names on the ballot. The voters 
deserve the widest possible choice. This is the first 
opportunity they have had to correct what has become 
distressingly evident through the year, that the council 
as at present constituted has been merely adequate to 
its duties. It has not provided the leadership it should. 

The present council's administration will,- we be- 
lieve, compare favorably with past administrations but 
in these times of decision, that has not been enough. 
Now, more than ever before, Newmarket needs an 
administration which will give the leadership the citi- 
zens demand and the town requires if it ,is to meet the 
future on equal terms. The need for the right man can- 
not be over-emphasized. 

ANNEXATION WASHED OUT?

It is expected that the municipal board will in the 
next week or two hand down a decision on Toronto's 
request for permission to annex its suburban neighbors, 
a request which was bitterly fought by the neighbors 
on various grounds, not the least of which was Toronto's 
incompetency to handle their affairs. It now appears 
that the city's request will he denied although for reas- 
ons other than the one mentioned above. Indications 
are that the board favors the unification of public ser- 
vices but rejects the establishment of Toronto jurisdic- 
tion over the 12 municipalities. 

This is essentially what, the county proposed as 
an alternative to annexation by the city. The major 
argument put forth by the city was that annexation 
would provide this unification of services. It would 
reduce the overlapping police forces, the water supply 
difficulties, the duplication of public utilities. The 
county agreed that such unification was desirable for 
the most part, but maintained that the suburban areas 
were entitled to their own governments, and suggested 
inter-municipal commissions for public services as a 
means of achieving the one while maintaining the other. 

The North York area has a large stake in the deci- 
sion. If Toronto is successful, it means that the county 
area will be greatly reduced. The areas marked for 
annexation contain the bulk of the county assessment. 
County spending is not proportionate with taxes re- 
ceived. What would be left of the county after annex- 
ation would have a vastly higher tax rate to meet, even 
to provide minimum county services. Unification of 
services without amalgamation will preserve the present 
county tax level. 

Another consideration Is that if annexation is 
denied, it may serve as a necessary precedent against 
bigness In cities. Size may be required as a source of 
local pride but there is no economic value to it. Indeed, 
as Toronto's growth has increased, its pot 1 capita tax 
has likewise increased. The assembly line reasoning 
— the more produced, the cheaper the unit — simply 
does not apply to municipal operations, but the reverse 
does. If Toronto were to acquire its suburbs, instead 
of finding a surcease to its present financial problems, 
it would increase them. If Toronto is confined, there 
is at least recognition that a halt to municipal growth 
can be called, and an attempt to resolve tho city's prob- 
lems can be taken on that basis. 
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l THERE'S A LIMIT 

The Hon. Paul Martin, minister of health, told a 
meeting of Young Liberals last week that there is a 
limit to social security spending. At least, that was 
the implication contained in his insistence "that we 
must not expect magic from governments, that they 
should distribute more than they receive. In paying 
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the high cost of social measures, Canadians know that 
social security for the people comes from the people." 
Few will question this so soon after payment of 
income taxes, but it is easy to forget during an election 
campaign when some spell-binder promises everything 
but the kitchen sink. The voters persist then in their 
illogical belief that the speaker has somehow or another 
found an economic answer on a level with perpetual 
motion and cheerfully give him their votes as the price 
of finding out that it just wasn't so. 

It is painful to admit that there are politicians 
who take advantage of this recurring gullibility. Who 
can forget the provincial election before last when the 
parties bade for the vote with promises of increased 
pensions and other financial inducements. 

The fault lies not with the. politicians but with 
the public who put their votes on the block in the first 
place. A party platform is a fair reflection of what 
the party believes the public wants, and there's been 
nary a platform since the war which hasn't promised 
increased cash payments to the individual voters in 
one form or another. 

A statement like that of Mr. Martin requires a good 
deal of courage in this day when a government is ex- 
pected, among other things, to provide an ever-flowing 
well of individual benefits. Such a statement helps 
drive home a basic truth but if that truth is ever to 
receive a lasting recognition, the reform must begin 
among the electors; they are the ones who will have 
to recognize that they can only receive back what they 
give, less the 30 percent estimated cost of handling. 
And at that rate, perhaps there will be a return to the 
old belief that a citizen knew better how to handle his 
affairs than a government official. 

GET TO THE ROOT OF IT 

It was charged last week at the Ontario Municipal 
Association convention that the government, through 
its department of planning and development and other 
agencies, was encouraging a rift between rural and 
urban municipalities. Specifically, it was charged 
that the department of planning and development, by 
encouraging urban 'municipalities to annex high assess- 
ment lands was robbing the rural areas of taxes they 
required to maintain their administrations. This, it 
was said, was contributing to the break-up of the county 

system. 

There is frequent justification for annexing 

industrial sites. A town can provide services far 
better than the average rural township. Cost is less 
to the taxpayer and service is more efficient. An 
industry is not concerned with locating in a specific 
municipality simply to balance that municipality's bud- 
get with its taxes. An industry wants the best and 
cheapest of public services; it is a definite factor in 
that industry's own cost of operation. If an industry 
is to be encouraged to locate in a municipality, it is 
frequently necessary to annex the land — and in most 
cases, the proceedings are welcomed by the annexed 

municipality. 

The same situation applies in the making of grants. 
Limited as they are to property taxation, the municipali- 
ties are depending more and more upon provincial 
grants. The province insists, and quite rightly, that 
it exercise some control over the expenditure of those 
grants so that each time a municipality accepts a grant, 
it is relinquishing a portion of its autonomy to the pro- 
vince. 

Tho grants, like most annexations, are necessary 

to meet specific circumstances but the policies which : 
govern both instances should not, as they apparently 
do, overlook the harm they cause as well as « the good. 

The county system of self-government must be 
preserved. The roots of democracy are not in the pro- 
vincial a n d federal houses of parliament but in the 
village trustees meetings, the town councils and the 
county councils. Destroy those mediums of self-govern- 
went and our whole system collapses. 

These small administrative bodies can only function 
when they have tho funds with which to work. At 
the present time, both federal and provincial govern- 
ments pile up huge surpluses while municipal govern- 
ments are unable to assume their responsibilities with- 
out oulsido help. Tho real cause of tho break-down in 
county system of governments is a method of taxation 
which limits one level of government while giving a 
blank cheque to another.

The Negro was Satchell Paige, one of baseball's most 
fabulous personalities. And this, his second such effort Of 
the season, rates, we think as one of the great feats of the 
baseball year, something to * enthuse those who like to see 
a wrong righted. . 

The wrung was this: Here is a man who was probably 
the finest pitcher of his time, and his time was long. But 
he had no chance to prove it. 

Seems to us we have heard of the feats of "Old Satch" 
«ver since we started growing up, though literally that 
can't bo true. Competent baseball men told us for years 
that Paige would burn up either big league, given the op- 
portunity. 

At a late date in fife, at an age when most ballplayers 
are not good enough for minor leagues even, Satchel! Paige 
got his belated chance. 

for fame came late to Satchell. It was not until Ihe 
twilight of his amazing career that he was given a chance 
to pitch in the big leagues - by Bill Veeck at Cleveland. 
There, in 1&48, he got a chance to pitch in his first World 
Series. 

You can spend some time speculating what a pitcher 
Paige must have been 20 years ago, when there was more 
steel and rubber in his pitching-arm. That today he could, 
at his age, pitch 10 scoreless innings in top company makes 
one stand ready to believe any legendary tale they teli of 
"Old Salch's" fabulous exploits — 2,000 games pitched in 
20 years, for instance. That's a game every %% days, the 
year 'round! "Satch" probably did it. 

An amazing figure, and a notable addition to the list 
of those who prove that while life may begin at 40, competetlve 
life doesnt end there, in sport, with such exhibits as Willie 
Hoppe, Jersey Joe Waleott, Bob fUrsimmons, and Bill Cook 
offered on behalf of Ihe defence.

On Monday, September 22nd, 1952, you are being 
asked to vote on the question of whether you wish to 
have tli© Main Street of the Town repaved and for your 
information 1 submit herewith the following:

.Up to now the centre 22 ft. of Main Street lias 
formed part of the suburban road system of the Tor- 
onto and York Roads Commission and has been main- 
tained by it. 

It has been intimated to Council that before long 
Main Street will be taken off the roads system of the 
Toronto and York Roads Commission and banded back 
to the Town to maintain. With this in mind the Com- 
mission included in its estimates for this year a sum 
to entirely rebuild this centre 22 ft. This estimate 
was duly approved by the County of York, the City 
of Toronto, and the Province of Ontario, the three 
bodies who supply the funds of the Toronto and York 
Roads Commission. 

It is important to bear in mind that it is extremely 
unlikely that this approval could be obtained in another 
year. It is also of interest to note that this approval 
was obtained in the year that the late J, L.Spillette 
was Warden of the Couuty of York.

The centre 22 ft. cannot be repaved unless the 
whole street is done also, and the estimated cost of 
repaying the whole of Main Street from Water Street 
to Davis Drive is as follows:

The breakdown of this cost between the Town 
of Newmarket, the Department of Highways which 
will pay a grant to the Town for the work and the 
Toronto and York Roads Commission is as follows:

This cost will provide the following pavement and 
sidewalks with new water connections included: 

1. At Water Street pavement will be 42 ft. wide and 
sidewalks 10 ft. wide - an increase in pavement 
width of about 3 ft. 

2. At Timothy Street pavement will be 34 ft. wide 
and sidewalks 8 ft. wide - an increase in pave- 
ment width of about 4 ft. . 

3. At Millard Avenue pavement will be 31 ft. wide 
and sidewalks 5'tT wide - an increase in pavement 
width of about 7 ft. 

4. At Ontario Street pavement will be 84 ft. wide and 
sidewalks 8 ft. wide - very little change in pave- 
ment width. 

5. From Ontario Street to Davis Drive the pavement 
will be 48 ft. wide with sidewalks of 10 ft. width 
- an increase in pavement width of about 8 ft.

To briefly summarize, out of a total estimated 
-ost of $235,000.00 for rebuilding the Main Street the 
Town will receive $82,300.00 from the Toronto and 
York Roads Commission, $18,200.00 by way of grant 
from the Department of Highways, and will be called 
upon to raise $104,500.00 by way of debenture. 

The Town recently sold $125,000.00 4%$6 deben- 
tures at a little above par. On that basis, to retire a 
debenture issue of $101,500.00 over a period of 20 
years would require an additional two mills of taxes. 
With the growth of the Town continuing it is fair 
to forecast a steadily increasing assessment which 
would correspondingly reduce the amount of the tux 
rate required to retire the annual debt charge. 

Again with a new pavement the cost of mainten- 
ance should be negligible, at least during the first 
ten years. It is hard to give you any accurate estimate 
of the amount spent annually in maintenance over the 
past 10 years but informed estimates have been as 
high as $4,000.00, and certainly it could not be less 
$234,070.00 l|um $2,000.00. This saving set off against the annual

Deputy-Reeve Murray again 
introduced the subject of the wid- 
ening and improvement of 
Yonge St. Mr. Murray stated 
that Mr. McMulkin, representa- 
tive of the engineering ffrm em- 
ployed by the town, was pres- 
ent to give an outline of the pro- 
jected work. 

Mr. McMulkin stated that Mr. 
Redfern had consulted with the 
minister of highways in regard 
to a positive subsidy and the 
general nature of the work con- 
cerned. 

The resurfacing of all of 
Yonge St. had been considered, 
from a point extending from the 
Legion hall to some 20O feet 
south of Mark street A dist- 
ance of approximately 2,695 feet 
was involved, which would re- 
quire a two-inch asphalt top. 

New curbing would, be re- 
quired and widening of the road 
from Mosley to Wellington was 
proposed with further widening 
from Wellington to Centre St 

Further to this the recondi- 
tioning of storm sewers andlfe- 
moval of poles, and trees north 
of , Wellington, were taken Into 
consideration; It wds estimated 
that the work, Including allow- 
ances for 'possible engineering 
and contingency costs, would 
amount to $80,000. . Half of the 
costs involved would probably

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Tells Of Nursery School 
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A mooting of the Aurora Nurs. 
cry School was held ot tho home 
of Mrs. Larry Rubin, on Wed- 
nesday, Sept. 3. Mrs, Rubin told 
of tho nursery school's steady 
progress since its beginning two 
years ago. She went on to say 
that the nursery school was not 
just a makeshift affair but that 
it had to pass the rigid qualifi- 
cations of the department of 
public welfare of Ontario as far 
as an adequate room, fire es* 
capes, general surroundings, and 
equipment were concerned. 

When the department is com- 
pletely satisfied with all these 
qualifications the school is then 
given a license. 

The teacher for the school 
must have a special course no 
matter what previous experi- 
ence she may have had. This 
course is under the direction of 
the department of welfare also, 
and takes eight weeks to com- 
plete, 

With the schooling situation 
as it is here now nursery" is a 
must for the children who are 
going to miss kindergarten be- 
cause of age. Nursery school 
gives them a start in the right 
direction; it is not simply a place 
to leave your children five 
mornings a week, but a place to 
send them for a very low cost 
for pre-school development un- 
der expert direction. 

Mrs. Hines, the teacher, took 
over the rest of the meeting and 
told the mothers of the very in- 



teresting morning the children 
have. She described the various 
toys and play centres the school 
has, such as the kitchen corner, 
which has been copied by the 
schools in the city. She told of 
how the children enjoy the musi- 
cal and story periods. The 
children are taught to undress 
and dress themselves as much as 
possible in the winter time, and 
to also learn to share the toys 
with one another. 

The children also get a paint- 
ing period when they are al- 
lowed to express themselves 
freely with color. The children 
have a rest period of ten min- 
utes every morning and have a 
glass of fruit juice. During rest 
period each child stretches out 
on their blanket and sometimes 
a record of soft music is played 
to help them relax. 

The school is regularly in- 
spected by the department of 

public welfare and on one of 
these inspections last year the 
inspector, Miss Panabaker, was 
so pleased with the wonderful 
equipment and routine the 
school had, that she wrote a very 
complimentary letter commend- 
ing the school and Mrs. Mines on 
the, fine work it was doing.;. 

A question and answer period 
followed Mrs. Mines* report, and 
the meeting closed on a note of 
enthusiasm and the realization 
of the worthiness of the effort 
this group of enterprising wo- 
men are putting forth.
